miſſion, being the only means in his 
poſſeſſion to diſcharge debts unavoidably 
incurred (perhaps on duty in a foreign 
country:) and ſome, whoſe merits. and 
accompliſhments are warthy a better fate,

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I am more particularly. induced to 
hope for the attention of your Honour. , 
able Body to the object of this Addreſs, 
from the caſe of other military men 
having been, at the cloſe of the laſt
